BOOKSELLERS AND STATIONERS’ PRO- 
VIDENT ASSOC. OF THE U. S. 

Tue fourth annual meeting of the Buoksellers 
and Stationers’ Provident Association of the 
U. S. was held at the Trade sale rooms of Geo. 
A. Leavitt & Co, June 6, 1883. 

The Board of Trustees submitted their an- 
nual report, which was read and adopted. The 
President, Mr. Charles T. Dillingham, then ad- 
dressed the members upon the rise and progress 
of the Association, and called particular atten- 
tion to the fact that out of a membership of 418, 
not a single death had occurred in the past year. 
The President then introduced Mr. Anson D. F. 
Randolph, who addressed the meeting as fol- 
lows : 

“Ur. President and Gentlemen ; Itis a pleasure 
to meet you this evening. | am very happy 
n being able to say that my sympathies have 
been with this organization from the start, as 
my sympathies have always been and ever will 
be with every movement that tends to dignify, 
to consolidate, and unify the Americam book 
trade. If we cannot do this in ane way, let us 
10 it in another. 

“It seems a singular fact that a business, a 
calling, different from the ordinary callings of 
merchandise, a business which is more in the 
nature of a profession than that of mere buying 
and selling, a business which has relations with 
everything that concerns the higher education 
ol the race, that this calling has no organization 
“hatever among those who are its heads and 
ts leaders ; its only organization being yours,

‘‘ Now your President has well said, that while 
you ought to have at least a thousand members, 
you are exceedingly grateful that you do count 
400. I think in this insurance society you have 
done well, but having done so well, you ought 
to do much better. Now, in this book trade of 
ours, as you all know, where the competitions 
are very sharp, where the enterprise is so very 
great, sometimes we think we can increase our 
business, and enlarge our whole work by mak- 
ing ‘liberal discounts.’ Why not try this plan 
in your society, and hold out as an inducement 
to tardy applicants a discount on the trates, 
beginning with 20 per cent, and running along 
the whole line, until you reach the happy rate of 
fifty and ten off ? 

‘*But seriously, gentlemen, what we want, that 
for which I have labored, and that for which 
1 should be willing to labor now and always, is 
to produce something like an esprit de corps in the 
book trade. As I[ have said on more than one 
occasion, so I repeat it to-night, that 1 would 
rather be an American bookseller than to be 
anything else (applause) ; and if to be an Ameri- 
can bookseller and to be identified with the 
American book trade does not bring us all that 
it ought to bring, does not lift us where it ought 
to lift us, the fauitis not in the business itself, 
but in ourselves. You remember that passage 
in Julius Caesar where Cassius declares that 
‘men are masters of their fate,’ and exclaims: 
‘ Dear Brutus, it is not in our stars but in our- 
selves that we are underlings.’ Remember this, 
I pray you, and also that whatever tends to 
bring us together, whatever tends to unify us, as 
I have before said, reaches through the whole 
mass of the trade, not producing all that we 
want, not achieving all that we desire, but it is 


nevertheless a gain, so that if you have 400 
| members this year, you may have 50c next, and 


600 the next. (Applause.) If you are but true 
to your organization, but true to your purpose, 
you must get on. 

‘* Now, in this day of great fortunes, of great 
extravagance in expenditures, it seems an ex- 
ceedingly insignificant sum to pass over to the 
family of a deceased member of your associa- 
tion, a few hundred dollars, yet where there is 
great want, when distress comes into the house- 
hold and sits down with poverty, and it is per- 
haps a very serious question how to procure a 
small sum for a decent burial, you enter, as a 
benediction, with your sympathy and the needed 
means. And so in helping those who are in 
want you help yourselves, for no generous act, 
no good act is ever lost, and when you help 
the needy and the sorrowing, there comes back 
into your own heart that which helps you 
also. So, gentlemen, I bid you God-speed in 
this good work. I desire your enlarged success, 
and you may haveit, and may have it speedily, 
if you will but work for it.’’ (Long applause.) 


The election of five members of the Board of 
Trustees was then declared in order, and Messrs. 
J. F. Vogelius and H. J. Jordan were appointed 
as tellers. Mr. John Briggs was elected to fill 
his own vacancy, but declined to serve. On 
motion of Mr. O. M. Dunham, it was ordered 
that the five trustees be balloted for together, 
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A ballot was taken, resulting in the election of 
Arthur D. F. Randolph, J. A. Holden, Thos. R. 
Knox, George A. Leary, and Daniel Pritchard, 
all for a term of three years.

The Educational Catalogue has been found so valuable to the Trade, not only as 4 
finding list, but for circulation among educational customers, for the purpose of soliciting Orders 
and saving at the same time much troublesome correspondence, that its permanent continuance 
is recognized as a necessity. 

The catalogue this year follows the alphabetical system pronounced by the experience of the 
trade the most satisfactory for practical use. It includes a price-list arranged alphabetically by 
author’s or editor’s name, and a detailed subject-index, referfing from each specific subject to 
authors of books on that subject, so that the advantages of both @ finding list for the trade and 
a class catalogue for the use of schools are combined. 

No other list in the market gives this practical combination. And no other catalogue has ever been made approxi- 
mately so complete as this. Last year’s edition contained twice as many books as, or nearly 2500 more books, than 
either of the other lists that were offered to the trade. 

The list has been entirely reset, to include the new books in their proper alphabetical order, 
and also to embody all the corrections of prices, omissions, or other errors in last year’s cata- 
logue. 

Publishers’ prices are in all cases given—-refaz/, if retail (in first column); “‘ #e7,” if ‘‘ net” 
(in second column) ; where a “ mai/ing”’ percentage is specified by the publisher, the “ mailing 
price” is given in the retail column marked with an asterisk. A carefully drawn explanation 
in the heading, to private buyers, adapts the catalogue to the use of the retail trade. 


It should be understood that, of the regular retail-price publishers, only the retail price is given, and the net prices 
only of those publishers who make it a practice to mail net-price lists to schools—in fact, make their net prices their 
regular school-supply prices. This point is emphasized in order to meet the objections raised to the quotation of net 
prices. 

It should be well considered that any attempt at withholding, from the educational public, what the publisher, through 
his agents, advertisements, lists, and circulars, takes special pains to make known, must be an unwise policy. It is not 
objectionable, but quite proper and legitimate, to charge the retail or mailing price for single copies of any book; but the 
Educational Catalogue is not generally given away to single-book customers. It is intended only for those who purchase 
for schools in quantities. Now any one putting himself on record by quoting fictitious prices, or prices other than those 
quoted by the publisher (which prices, it is now understood, are generally still subject to a trade discount), necessarily 
must drive his school trade into the hands of those who solicit their orders from a catalogue, the prices of which tally 
with that of the publishers. 

The following paragraph from a previous year’s Educational Catalogue further elucidates the reasons for our strict adhe 
rence to publishers’ prices: ‘ Plainly, if it wished to sustain its official character, it was bound to respect the desire of 
those who have a right to stand by their prices, and who, should their established prices be disregarded, could by thei: 
public protest soon discredit the Educational Catalogue as well as those who handled it for circulation. Ata time when 
the public mind, from causes so often discussed and lamented in these columns, is fast losing faith in honest prices, so far 
as books are concerned, it is of the utmost importance that there be one official list which can be consulted with confidence 
by the public, as well as by the trade. 


In making up special orders for the Educational Catalogue, booksellers should bear 
in mind that it possesses not only temporary value, but will serve its purpose during the whole 
year. No imprint edition of less than 100 copies can be supplied. Orders for editions should 
be sent to us at once. 

CASH TERMS. 
With sole imprint of ordering firm, and stitched, per 100 copies, $5; per 1000, $40. 

There is no extra charge for printing name, business card, etc., on the imprint page ; the last 
page is left blank at the disposal of the dealer, but any copy for that, advertising special lines or 
general business, will be set up and printed thereon for $5, or $1 if plate is sent.
